HCLA AY PIERCE, 


Supreme Court Decides Against 
Contention of Attorneys for 
Oil Magnate. 


Dispatches to the Post-Dispatch from 
Washington Monday announced that H. 
Clay Pierce, millionaire chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Waters-Pierce 
Oil Co., has lost his long fight to pre- 
vent extradition to Texas, where he is 
wanted to answer a charge of swearing 
falsely in connection with an applica- 
tion he made to have the Waters- 
Pierce Oil Co. reinstated after it had 
been ousted by the Texas authorities. 

The final judgment of the Supreme 
Court at Washington was rendered on 
a motion by Pierce’s attorney’s for a 
rehearing of his application for a writ 
of habeas corpus to prevent his extra- 
dition to Texas. 

The case was appealed from the Unit- 
ed States Circuit Court of Appeals here. 
Under the ruling of the Supreme Court 
Pierce can be turned over to Sheriff 
Mathew of Travis County, Tex., where 
the charge against Pierce is pending.

Miss Addie Hurd, a 19-year-old school- 
girl who was arrested with her brother- 
in-law, Dr. N. L. Toalson of Santa Rosa, 
Mo., Sunday aftern@on .at 3125 Lawtcn 
avenue, where both had lodgings, was 
released Monday after she had protest- 
ed that she and her sister’s husband 
were merely ‘‘soul mates.” 

Her sister asked that she be held on 
a warrant but this was refused. 


Dr. Toalson will be’ sent back tv 
Santa Rosa’on a wifé abanddénment war- 
rant issued there. 

“We have both had our troubles,” 
said Miss Hurd, “and we were intensely 
sympathetic. This drew us together 
and our relations were of the soul and 
not the body.” 

Mrs. Toalson, the girl’s sister, does not 
subscribe to the affinity or soul-mating 
belief of the pair and wanted to prose- 
cute them both. 


Wife Unsympathetic. 

“I have no sympathy at all for my sis- 
ter,”” she said on her arrival in St. 
Louis from Santa Rosa Sunday with a 
warrant for the arrest of her husband, 
charging him with wife abandonment. 
“The girl stole my husband from me 
and she must suffer with him. I will 
have no mercy on them.” 


Wife Accuses Husband. 

Mrs. Emma Toalson, the abandoned 
wife, traced the couple to St. Louis and 
came here a wéek ago and asked the 
police to arrest them: Night Chief Gil- 
laspy told her that they wére living in 
separate rooms and he could not arrest 
them, and advised her to go back home 
and swear out a warrant charging her 
husband with abandonment. This she 
did and they were both locked up. 

Dr. Toalson refused to make an state- 
ment, but Miss Hurd talked freely to a 
reporter for the Post-Dispatch.. 


Meeting an Accident, 
“My sister's jealousy made her hus- 
band’s life miserable,” said Miss Hurd, 
“and he confided to me that he could 
stand it no longer. My parents sent me 
away to school at Chillicothe, but my 
father did not give me enough money 
to live on. That decided me to come to 
the city and try to get work to support 
myself. It just happened that the train

John Vail, his wife, Mary; their four 
children and a grandchild fled in their 


night clothes early Monday from the 
houseboat ‘Merry Mc, on which they 
were making a pleasure cruise ‘rom 
their home in Keokuk, Io., td the mouth 
of the. Arkansas River. 

The boat burned to the water's edge 
at the foot of St. Louis avenue. From 
the luxury of the well-appointed craft 
the Vails have passed to a state of 
temporary homelessness. They are 
camped in'a tent on the Levee near 
where the Merry Mc was destroyed. 

Mr. Vail is a well-to-do sand:contrac- 
tor at Keokuk. He had the houseboat 
built to order at a cost of $6600. Its 
motive power was a 65-horsepower 
steam engine. 

Mr. Vail acted as captain and his son 
Forest, 21, as mate. The other children, 
Gladys, 18; Mamie, 15, and Willie, 12. 
With Mr. and Mrs. Vail also was their 
4-year-old grandchild, Thomas McFar- 
land. 

Awakenea by Smoke. 

Mr. Vail and his son Forest, who were 
in the_after cabin, were awakened by 
smoke at 4 a, m, They ran to the for- 
ward cabin and aroused Mrs. Vail and 
the children. 

Carrying her little grandchild, Mrs. 
Vail made her way to shore along 4 
narrow gang plank. The other children 
followed her. 

Mr. Vail and his son took off two 
trunks and two valises before the flames 
forced them to retreat.

together as friends, but that there could 
be no friendship without justice. 
Discusses Injunctions. 

He said that, if he were elected, he 
would want a representative of labor 
in his Cabinet to advise with him when 
questions affecting the tollers came up. 

He said that the Democratic party 
and he personally favored an amend- 
men to the anti-trust laws excepting la- 
bor unions from their operations. He 
said' that trusts dealt in produce and 
commodities of commerce, while labor 
unions were made up of human beings. 

He said injunctions should not be used 
in labor disputes unless the dispute 
itself was a matter for the injunction. 
He favored trial by jury for contempt 
committed outside the presence of the 
court, conviction for which would be 
dependent on testimony. 

He said that after years of refusa) to 
accept that proposition, the Regubil+ 
can party now had nominated two mon 
most particularly objectionable to la- 
bor.

Dr. Hoffman, according to the detec- 
tives, was in charge of the People’s 
drug store at 2107 Market street when 
they sent the Lane woman in to pur- 
chase cocaine. They assert that the 
physician sold the drug to the woman 
without a prescription. 

When the de‘ ctilves arrested Dr. 
Hoffman he showed them a prescrip- 
tion for cocaine which was on file in 
t..e drug store. The detectives state 
positively that their agent did not have 
any prescription. 

As evidence that a cocaine selling 
syndicate exists, the detectives seized 
a bunch of prescrpitions made out on 
the blanks of a pii;;ician. They called 
for cocaine and all tu:t was necessary 
to make them regular prescriptions was 
the private mark of the druggist. 

Dr. Hoffman, who-is a graduate of 
the University of Chicago and the St. 
Louis Medical College, denies having 
sold cocaine without a prescription.

The trial of Arthur Thavanot, charg- 
ed with fraudulent registration, was be- 
gun before Judge Shields at the Four 
Courts Monday.

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Supreme Court of U. S. Re- 
fuses to Hear Appeal for 
Lack of Jurisdiction. 





CHICAGO, Oct. 19.—The refusal today 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States to act in the case of Herman Bi!- 
lik of Chicago brings to an end one of 
the most notable struggles ever made 
in the history of American jurisprudence 
to save the life of a condemned man.

Billik, indicted two years ago for the 
murder of five members of the Vrzal 
family of Chicago, was tried on one in- 
dictment and convicted. of the murder 
ot Mary Vrzal. Sentence of the court 
was that he should hang. Billik was 
without money and for a time it seemed 
that the sentence of the court must be 
carried out because of the lack of funds 
to carry the case to a higher court. 

Billik had not been in his cell many 
weeks when the Rev. Father P. J. 
O'Callaghan, after a visit to the prison- 
er, became convinced of the latter’s in- 
nocence and began a fight for his re- 
lease. Mass meetings were held at the 
instigation of the priest and funds col- 
lected with which to carry the case to 
the Supreme Court of Illinois. 

Gov. Deneen granted a’ reprieve which 
sfved Billik from the galiows pending 
a decision from the Supreme Court. 

Deneen’s Decision Adverse. 

This decision was adverse to Billik, 
the priest succeeded in bringing the 
matter before Gov. Deneen and _ the 
State Board of Pardons. They, too, 
could find no reason to mitigate the 
death sentence and the date for the ex- 
ecution was again set 

Then the case was set before Judge 
Landis in the United States District 
Court, suing for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus. .udge Landis refused to release 
Billik on the ground that he had no 
jurisdiction. 

With the ttime for the hanging only 
a few hours away, Gov. Deneen again 
reprieved the prisoner to give him a 
final chance to appeal to the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 

Up to Gory, Deneen. 

With the adverse decision of ‘that 
court today, Billik’s last hope lies with 
the Governor of Illinois. 

The members of the Vrzal family, 
whose deaths were laid at the door of 
Billik, were the father and Mary, Tilly 
and Rose, children of Martin and Mrs. 
Martin Vrzal. Post-mortem examina- 
tions uncovered traces of arsenic in the 
stomachs of each. 

Damaging testimony was given 
against Billik by J. Vrzal. It was the 
story he told in fact ,which friends of 
Vrzal made the conviction of the de- 
fendant certain. A sensation was 
created later when Jerry Vrzal retract- 
ed the testimany before the Board of 
Pardons. 

He asserted that his evidence in court 
had been given under duress. The de- 
fense relied largely on this retraction 
in making the fight to save the prison- 
er from paying the penalty for the crime 
charged against him. 

Constitutional Wrong Alleged.

Thousands of others 
have died of thirst, but the real wise 
fish have found an venue of escape 
through the Alton watermains which 
connect with the river.

The farm belongs to Richard C. For- 
der, a resident of Idaho. The Dempseys 
have lived there 3 years. The farm 
consists of 160 acres. Worthington 
wants 40 acres to raise hogs on. 

Family Is on Guard, 

A couple of weeks ago, s1y the Demp- 
seys, Worthington, manager of the 
Chesley Island hog farm, persuaded 
Mr. Dempsey to sign a permit for him 
to erect a house and stable on a part 
of the land. Now, they say, he is try- 
ing to invade the premises with ma- 
terial to build hog pens. 

Mrs. Dempsey, who conducts a dairy 
and supplies milk to the Barracks, de- 
clares that a hog farm next her dairy 
would ruin her business. In the day- 
time she and her two sons, both nearly 
grown, keep vigilant watch. At night 
dogs sound the alarm if an intruder ap- 
pears. 

Thus far the siege of the hogs and 
their commander has proven barren of 
victory. 

Chesley Island, where the hogs now 
have their habitat, is the property of 
Mayor Wells. The city owns some @ 
acres of land adjoining the Dempsey 
farm on the south, which are the site 
of the city smallpox hospital and quar- 
antine buildings. A new hospital was 
recently completed at quarantine. The 
cost was about $75,000. 

The Dempseys have supplied quaran- 
tine with milk and vegetables for years.

The removal of a piece of the skull 


of Joseph Gambino, an operation per/ 


formed with a chisel at the City Hospt- 
tal, has cured Gambino’s’ epilepsey. 


When he was taken to the hospital ser- 
eral days ago he was having one fit 
after another, almost without intermis 
sion. 

The operation performed on him is 
known as craniotomy. It is rare and peri- 
lous. The surgeons who worked on 
Gambino said they hardly expected him 
to live, but that if he did survive he 
would be free of epilepsy. 

His condition was caused by pressure 
on the brain of a part of his sku!l, 
which had been fractured in an accident 
more than a year ago. 

He has rallied from the shock of the 
operation and is out of danger. When 
the place on his head is healed he will 
be a well man, say the doctors. And 
not only will his physical health be 
improved, in the opinion of the doctors. 
but his moral tendencies as well. 

They cite as evidence of that a re- 
mark by Gambino himself, who wanted 
the cords with which he is bound to 
his cot undone Monday. 

‘‘They bother me; can’t you take them 
off?’ he asked. An attendant told him 
that they were there to keep him from 
escaping. He smiled and said: 

“You needn’t be afraid of my going 
now. I'll be good.” 

“Take the case of a man with a bad 
corn,” said one of the hospital physi- 
clans. ‘Of course it will make him ir- 
ritable and cross and he will be apt to 
think awry and to do bad things. Re- 
move the corn and under the spell of 


tthe feeling of comfort he will be amiable 


and good. 

“So with this man, who had a piece 
of bone pressing against his brain. It 
made him irritable and it might have 
made him insane at times. Remove that 
pressure and you see the result. 

‘I doubt if he ever has a seizure 
again and, unless I am greatly mis- 
taken, there will be a marked change 
for the better in his moral nature.”’ 

Gambino was arrested on a charge of 
kidnaping Anna Mazzola, 12 years old, 
and keeping her a prisoner in his room 
under threat of killing her if she tried 


to escave.

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JUDGE TAFT’S IMPERIALISM. 

_ Mr. Erving Winslow, secretary ‘of the Anti-Im- 
perialism League, expresses astonishment that the 
American people should be asked to reward Mr. 
Taft for services in the Philippines, when those 
services represented the enforcement of policies 
outside of the Constitution and in denial of rights 
and principles regarded by Americans as funda- 
mental to all just government. “The issue of im- 
perialism has been lost in the big debate of this 
campaign, but there can be no doubt that Mr. Taft 
is an ideal representative of the imperialistic 
doctrine both in his practical work and in his 
views. In a speech made several years ago in 
Philadelphia he said: 

“The Declaration of Independence, when it 
speaks of the consent of the governed, has ref- 
erence to people having knowledge as to what 
are their best interests.” 

This is the very essence of imperialistic doc- 
trine. It is the fundamental idea of “benevolent 
assimilation” and “the white man’s burden.” By 
judicial construction Judge Taft adapts the Decla- 
ration of Independence to the widest scope of im- 
perialistic conquest and colonial government. 
Under this doctrine, all that is necessary to justi- 
fy a strong nation in taking possession of weaker 
peoples and imposing its government upon them 
is.a consciousness of superior knowledge of what 
is best for the weaker peoples than the weaker 
peoples themselves have. Being inferior the sub- 
ject peoples have no right to determine what is 
best for them and what are their best interests. 

Of course, it must be assumed in this interpreta- 
tion of the Declaration of Independence that the 
conquering nation is actually superior in knowl- 
edge as well as strength, that it is a fair judge 
of the weaker people it conquers and is benevo- 
lently willing to yield its sovereignty when the 
weaker people acquire sufficient knowledge to de- 
cide what is best for themselves. 

It must be assumed also that the governing na- 
tion is good enough to use its power benevolently, 
with an eye single to the best interests of the 
governed. We must thrust aside the sentimental 
views of simple-minded statesmen who place jus- 
tice and humanity above all other considerations 
—gstatesmen of the kind who founded this na- 
tion against the Taft doctrine, and Lincoln, who 
destroyed slavery on the foolish theory that “no 
man is good enough to govern another man with- 
out that other’s consent.” 
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In view of his $300 contribution to the Daley 
Fund, perhaps Candidate Bass looks more like 
a Croppie.

NEW YORK, Oct. 19.—The defeat of 
Fair Play at Belmont Park on Saturday 
will be investigated by the stewards of 
the Jockey Club. Several other officials, 
other than August Belmont, the owner 
of the horse, are of-the opinion that 
the many peculiar incidents in connec- 
tion with the race warranted a search- 
ing inquiry. 

It is the consensus of opinion among 
horsemen that if there were any fraud- 
ulent practices indulged in by the men 
and jockeys directly.interested in the 
defeat of Fair Play, Jack MeGinnis, the 
owner of Frank Gill, was not to blame. 
They point to the fact that his act of 
adding Frank Gill to the list of starters 
was natural in as much as the horse 
was eligible. 

There is a tendency on the part of 
horsemen to blame jockeys Lee and 
Notter for the poor race Fair Play ran. 
Whether these two riders were in a 
plot to defeat the horse no man was 
willing to say, but they all agree that 
Notter’s rough riding and Lee's poor 
horsemanship-gave Master Robert a vic- 
tory that was badly tarnished with the 
suspicion of fraud.

While going at a speed of over thirty 
miles an hour on the Mississippi River 
yesterday afternoon in an effort to es-

Was to run Over this course six times.

Koenig had a match race on with 
the Minnie C No. 2 of Fort Madison, 
but the owners of that boat refused to 
race, Then Koenig, with his engineer, 
Will Hellman, and P. D. Barbour of 
the Power Boat Association aboard, got 
off to a flying start from the foot of 
Carr street for their speed test. Near 
the Eads Bridge a tug and barge were 
passed. They threw up big waves and 
the Independence threw up a_ cloud of 
spray, as the boat hit the waves, com- 
pletely hiding the craft for a few mo- 
ments from the crowd on shore. 

Koenig kept his boat at top speed, 
but tried to steer out when suddenly 
the boat gaye a lurch and headed 
straight for a pier of the Bads Bridge. 
The sudden turn almost upset the boat. 
The rudder refused to respond to the 
first turn of the steering wheel, but 
Koenig tugged frantically and the boat 
came about, just missing the pier. 
After getting under the bridge Koenig 
threw out his clutch and found that 
the strain on the rudder had been—too 
great and it had been torn away from 
the bottom of the boat. The fact that 
the upper support held, making it pos- 
sible to operate the rudder just enough 
to steer on slow speed, was all that 
saved the craft. Koenig was able to 
run the boat down to his boathouse 
afterwards, but did not attempt any 
more speed trials.
